headquarters on Wildmere 
Road and will move to a site 
in Southam Road, formerly 
occupied by vehicle 
component company Hella 
Manufacturing. 

Hella axed 450 jobs in 2006 
and its production moved to 
Eastern Europe, to take 
advantage of lower wage 
costs. 

Mr Richards predicted 
there would be significant 
growth at Prodrive over the 
next three years, which could 
see the Banbury workforce 
grow to 700 by 2014. 

He added: “We have totally 
outgrown our current site 
and this is severely hindering 
our ability to grow. 

“We will be recruiting 
another 100 employees in our 
UK operations over the next 
12 months.” 

Prodrive moved from 
Silverstone - with just a 
handful of staff - to its 
current site in 1986. At that 
time it was only running a 
small rally programme for 
Porsche. 

The business is now global, 


employing more than 700 
staff in the UK, Australia and 
China, and runs motorsport 
programmes for Mini, Aston 
Martin and Ford as well as 
manufacturing carbon 
composite components for 
the defence, marine and 
aerospace industries. 

Mr Richards added: “I 
never dreamed that one day 
the business would be 
operating on three 
continents, developing the 
next generation of green 
technologies for the 
automotive industry or 
helping put satellites into 
space. 

“Despite these dramatic 
changes, one thing that has 
remained constant is our 
home in Banbury. 

“Most of our staff live 
locally, as do I, and we have 
built close working 
relationships with many 
local suppliers.” 

The current Prodrive base 
could be taken over by M&S, 
if local council planners 
agree.

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Village comes to standstill in tribute to ‘Tommy’

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a “kind and generous” 
Oxfordshire businessman 
whose funeral brought 
Bloxham to a standstill on 
Monday. 

Church Street, one of the 
main roads through 
Bloxham, was closed for an 
hour for the funeral of 
Thomas Smith, known as 
Tommy. 

Mr Smith, 69, who was 
married to Lena, ran scrap 
metal firm Smiths of 
Bloxham with siblings 
Pauline and Peter. 

He was also a big 
supporter of community 
events and charities and 
built a travellers’ caravan 
site next to the family 


business in Milton Road. 

Hundreds of family, 
friends, members of the 
travelling community, 
villagers and Banbury’s MP 


Tony Baldry were at St 
Mary’s Church to pay 
tribute to Mr Smith. 

Mr Baldry said: “Tommy 
was an incredibly generous 



man, he was always 
amongst the first to 
contribute to causes and 
activities in the village.” 

A silver Rolls-Royce car 
brought his coffin to St 
Mary’s Church and many 
lined the street outside the 
church. The footpath 
leading to the church was 
lined floral tributes. 

A TV and extra chairs 
had been set up outside 
the 600-seater church as 
inside there was standing 
room only. 

The Rev Sarah Tillett told 
mourners: “He was such a 
generous and kind man 
and it’s his generosity, 
kindness and caring that 
we celebrate.” 


Wind farm is ‘just 


surreal’ 


VILLAGERS are stunned at a 
scheme that would see up to 
eight wind turbines - each 
reaching almost as high as 
Blackpool Tower - being 
built near Banbury. 

Energy firm Regenco 
wants to put five to eight 130- 
metre-tall machines on 
farmland north of Hanwell, 
home to about 260 people. 

It said the “small” wind 
farm - close to the M40 - 
would make a “significant 
contribution” to green 
energy. 

It is investigating the site’s 
suitability but has lodged a 
planning application with 
Cherwell District Council to 
“scope opinion” from the 
authority. 

Residents have raised fears 
about the looks and noise 
that would come from the 
giant blades, with 70 people 
attending a public meeting in 
the village hall on Saturday. 

Organiser Nigel Hall, 56, of 
Main Street, said: “There is 
the visual but also the noise 
aspect. They make a 
whirring noise 24 hours a 
day.” 

Wind direction meant the 
M40 was “rarely” heard in 
the village he said, despite 
Regenco’s arguments the 
motorway would “mask” 
noise. 

Hanwell Village Parish 
Council chairman John 
Spratt said: “It is common 
sense that houses can’t be 
built there, let alone eight 
structures almost the size of 
Blackpool Tower - and that is 
158 metres tall.” 

He added: “The scheme is 
so disproportionate, it is 
surreal.” 

The district council this 
year approved guidance

saying wind farms should be 
built at least 800 metres from 
homes. Regenco pledged to 
adhere to this advice. 

The move comes after the 
approval of a controversial 
four-turbine plan as close as 
500 metres to homes between 
Fritwell and Fewcott, 
rejected by the council but 
approved on appeal by the 
independent Planning 
Inspectorate. 

The firm said energy 
produced by the turbines at 
Hanwell would be enough to 
power 5,590 to 11,180 homes a 
year and the 130-metre figure 
was the tip of blades at their 
highest. The support column 
would be about 80 metres 
tall. 

Project director Tom 
Porter said: “Developing a 
wind farm here would make 
a significant contribution 
towards the renewable 
energy generation in the 
region.” 

A scheme would be put 
forward in 2013 if the site is 
deemed suitable and be 
operating by 2016 at the 
earliest, the firm said. 

Noise is “usually drowned” 
out by natural wind within a 
“few hundred” metres, it 
added. 

Regenco has also applied to 
the district council for a mast 
to measure wind speed, to be 
on the site for about two 
years. 

Regenco has set up a 
website about the plan, 
ironstonewindfarm.co.uk. 

Mr Hall and the council 
have organised another 
public meeting at the 
village hall at 10am on 
October 8.

WOMEN in North Oxfordshire were all of a flutter last 
week as they jostled to get a glimpse of Hollywood 
hunk Brad Pitt. 

The actor was filming scenes for his new epic World

Reminder of a place 
in jet age history

THE vital role played by an 
Oxfordshire airfield in the 
development of jet aircraft 
has finally been recognised, 
thanks to two brothers who 
grew up nearby. 

RAF Barford St John was 
used as the base for top- 
secret tests of Britain’s 
prototype jet planes, 
powered by engines 
designed by Sir Frank 
Whittle, during the Second 
World War. 

The airfield, used since 
1951 as a communications 
base by the US Air Force, 
was once a playground for 
brothers Bill and Tony 
King, who lived in Bloxham. 

Bill King said: “When we 
were growing up in 
Bloxham in the late 1940s 
we played at what was then 
a mothballed airfield and 
used to get chased off by 
the guards.” 

The brothers, members of 
the Military Vehicle Trust, 
came up with the idea of a 
memorial to commemorate

the base’s special place in 
aviation history last year. 

The base gave permission 
for them to design and 
produce the memorial, a 
lump of ironstone with a 
marble plaque. 

Mr King added: “The 
work carried out at Barford 
St John was absolutely 
crucial to the development 
of the British jet flying 
programme and also to the 
US’s development of jets. 

“The jet engines used 
today are direct 
descendants of those 
developed by Frank 
Whittle.” 

A ceremony held to 
unveil the memorial on 
Friday also marked the 70th 
anniversary of the opening 
of the airfield in 1941, 
initially as an RAF pilot 
training school. 


After being used to train 
bomber crews before they 
were posted to squadrons in 

1942, it was chosen for the 
jet testing programme in 

1943, because of its secluded 
rural location. 

It was also close enough 
to Coventry, where Sir 
Frank’s Power Jets 
company was based. 

It tested the pioneering 
Gloster-Whittle E28/39 jet, 
built by the Gloucester 
Aircraft Company, and 
prototypes including the 
twin-engined Gloster F9/40, 
later the Gloster Meteor 
fighter. 

These were used in 1944 
to catch and shoot down 
German VI flying bombs 
launched against London. 

More than 150 people 
attended the ceremony, 
including representatives of 
the RAF and USAF, the 
Royal British Legion and 
Barford St John & St 
Michael and Bloxham 
parish councils. 


News in 
brief 

SAINSBURY’S has submitted a 
planning application to build a 
superstore in London Road, 
Chipping Norton. The company 
hopes to create some 200 jobs 
at a new store, which will 
“typical of buildings in the 
Cotswolds”. The retail giant has 
also applied to build a car park 
and a new roundabout. 

Sainsbury's interest in the 
five-acre site, which was 
previously used for furniture 
manufacturing, dates back to 
early 2010. The town currently 
has a small Sainbury’s in 
Market Place - which would 
remain open if the new store is 
built - and a Co-op in High 
Street. 


TWO men, who robbed a 
security guard as he 
collected £250,000 from an 
bank in Banbury, have been 
jailed. G4S worker John Dodd 
was removing cash from the 
NatWest in Bridge Street, 
when he was attacked. 

Tanveer Shah, 22, and his 
23-year-old accomplice, who 
cannot be named for legal 
reasons, pushed him to the 
floor inside the branch and 
ran off with £13,421. 

The pair, who are both from 
Birmingham, were each jailed 
for three years at Oxford 
Crown Court on Monday, 
having earlier admitted 
robbery. 

Prosecutor Henry James 
said the incident took place 
on April 13 and the robbers 
made off in a Peugeot 306 
which had been bought for 
cash the previous day. 

Shah and his accomplice 
were arrested after police 
recognised them on CCTV. 

Both men are currently 
serving prison sentences for 
other offences. 

Shah was jailed for two 
years just six days after the 
Banbury incident for an 
attempted bank robbery 
carried out in December 
2010.

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Protest 
blows up 
over HS2

CAMPAIGNERS against the 
proposed high-speed rail link 
between London and the West 
Midlands took to the streets outside 
Parliament last week. 

They were protesting in London to 
mark the final session of a Transport 
Select Committee inquiry into the 
£33bn scheme, known as HS2. 

The proposed route passes 
through the north-east edge of 
Oxfordshire, and residents have 
launched a campaign of opposition. 

A nine-foot tall STOP HS2 inflatable 
white elephant was paraded outside 
Parliament by the protesters. 

Anthea Hartley, from 
Buckinghamshire, said: “The white 
elephant caused quite a stir as it 
was carried along the streets of 
Westminster, many passers-by 
inquired about what HS2 stood for -

which further demonstrated how few 
members of the general public are 
still unaware of the Governments 
proposed spending of £33bn of 
public money on this white elephant 
of a project.” 

In August, Oxfordshire County 
Council joined a group of local 
authorities opposing the 
Government’s plan. 

The proposed route will cut across 
the north-east corner of Oxfordshire 
between Finmere and Mixbury. It 
follows the line of the disused Great 
Central Railway, which closed in 
1966. 

Results of public consultation, 
which finished in July, are due later 
this year. 


Petition prompts MPs’ debate

HS2 plans after more than 100,000 
people signed a petition calling 
for a full House of Commons 
hearing on the scheme. 

Previous Parliamentary debates 
on the project have been held in 


Westminster Hall. Joe Rukin, of 
the Stop HS2 Campaign, said:

Although the 
debate has now been secured, we 
are still calling on everyone who

OXFORDSHIRE could be 
“brought to a halt” by the 
biggest wave of industrial action 
since the 1926 General Strike, 
unions have warned. 

The UK’s two largest trade 
unions, Unite and Unison, joined 
the Fire Brigades’ Union (FBU) 
in announcing strike ballots 
over planned changes to their 
pensions. 

With nine other unions already 
threatening action, up to three 
million teachers, nurses, local 
authority workers, civil servants 
and police officers could walk 
out on Wednesday, November 30. 

At the Trades Union Congress 
London conference, union 
leaders warned of a “long, hard 
and dirty” campaign stretching 
through the winter and into 
2012. 

Gawain Little, president 
of the Oxford and District 
Trades Union Council, said 
strikes could bring down the 
Government. 

He added: “What we seem to be 
seeing now is effectively the 
coordination of a General Strike 
across the public sector. 

“In Oxfordshire, we have more

than the average number of 
public sector workers than in 
the rest of the country, and if 
they take strike action, it would 
bring Oxfordshire to a halt for a 
day.” 

Mr Little said he would like to 
see the dispute resolved without 
strike action. 

He added: “We want 
Government to recognise our 
pension rights and our terms 
and conditions, and to step back 
from the assault on public 
services and public service 
workers. 

“If they are unwilling to 
change policy, we will want a 
change of Government.” 

Since firefighters last went on 
strike in 2003, Green Goddess 
fire engines used by the Army to 
provide emergency cover have 


been retired. 

FBU Oxfordshire’s 
membership secretary Rachel 
Dobson said strike action was a 
last resort, but pension funds 
were being raided to pay off the 
national deficit. 

Some 3,500 health workers will 
be balloted by Unison. Its 
Oxfordshre secretary Ian 
Mckendrick, a John Radcliffe 
Hospital nurse, said members 
were shocked and angry at plans 
to make them work longer and 
pay more into their pensions, 
but receive a smaller retirement 
package. 

GMB national officer Brian 
Strutton told the London 
conference the dispute would 
involve hospital and ambulance 
workers, binmen and cemetery 
workers.

VILLAGERS are celebrating an 
llth-hour victory in a battle stop 
their local pub being turned into 
a house. 

A potential buyer of The Bell, 
in Hook Norton, had been due to 
argue his case at a Cherwell 
District Council planning com¬ 
mittee last Thursday.

“The locals want the pub open 
and the building back to its for¬ 
mer glory. We are not going to 
give up.” 

Locals are now set to pressure 
Punch to sell the pub to Nigel 
Matthews, of NL Matthews plant

and skip hire, in Banbury. 

He has already made an offer 
to buy the pub, vowing to keep 
the business open while building 
rooms behind the premises. 

Mr Matthews said: “The offer I 
put in was declined, and when I 
spoke to them again they were 
waiting to see the outcome of the 
planning application. 

“Basically I want to leave it as 
it is. 

“They cannot say it is not 
viable because nobody has ever 
left there skint. It is probably the 
busiest pub in the village.” 

The Grade Il-listed pub is one 
of three in the centre of the vil¬ 
lage, but the only one which is 
not owned by Hook Norton brew¬ 
ery. 

The applicant, Pete Cape, 
argued that The Bell was no 
longer viable as a pub because of 
the smoking ban, rise in beer 
duty, cheap alcohol at supermar¬ 
kets, and the nearby competition. 

He wanted to turn it into a 
house. 


Over 100 residents signed a 
petition against the redevelop¬ 
ment. Planning officers conclud¬ 
ed that losing the pub would 
deprive the community of an 
important service. 

In their report, which was to 
have been presented to council¬ 
lors last Thursday, they said 
there was not enough evidence 
that the pub could be made 
viable in the future. 

A spokesman for Punch 
Taverns said: “As a pub company 
it is always our preference that 
our pubs continue to trade as 
pubs. 

“However, we do review our 
estate regularly and consider 
marketing sites for sale which 
might better fulfil their potential 
under different ownership. 

“Following such a review, a 
decision has been taken to put 
the Bell Inn on the market and 
we are interested in talking to 
parties about different options 
for its future.” 

The company said it would 
welcome inquiries from anyone 
who wanted to buy the pub.

SOME door-to-door charity bag 
collections are “piggybacking on 
the goodwill of the consumer” an 
Oxfordshire charity boss has 
said. 

David Cryer, who chairs the 
Charity Retail Association, the 
body which represents the inter¬ 
ests of charity retailers, urged 
donors to read the small print on 
collection bags and think careful¬ 
ly about where they want their 
goods to go. 

Recent research has revealed 
only about 30 per cent of items 
donated via some letterbox char¬ 
ity bags actually end up in high 
street charity shops, with most of 
it sold abroad for private profit. 
Yet 65 per cent of those ques¬ 
tioned in a British Heart 
Foundation survey were not 
aware that commercial compa¬ 
nies exist which donate a flat fee 
of between £50 to £100 per tonne 
to a registered charity, pocketing 
the rest of the profits. 

Mr Cryer explained: “There 
are two very separate issues here 
that should not be confused. 

“One issue is bags from bogus, 
illegal collectors who are out 
there with a logo that’s a house¬ 
hold charity name that’s actually 
a fake. Then, completely sepa¬ 
rately, there is a legal opportuni¬ 
ty for charities who do not have 
shops to take stock in the same 
way in bag drops with a commer¬ 
cial partner. 

“The commercial partner does 
all the work for the charity in 
taking in all the stock and that is

sold legally in Eastern Europe 
and developing countries. 

“All the charity has to do is 
lend their logo and then all the 
commercial company has to do is 
piggyback on the goodwill of the 
consumer.” 

The practice is widespread, 
with charities such as the NSPCC 
making it clear in the small print 
on the bags that they receive £80 
per tonne of goods collected by 
the commercial company 
Clothes Aid. 

NSPCC director of fundrais¬ 
ing, Paul Amadi said: “Since 
launching our partnership with 
Clothes Aid in July 2009, over 
£1.7m has been raised for the 
NSPCC 

“These vital funds, raised by 
members of the public, are 
invaluable to the NSPCC’s work 
of helping to end cruelty to chil¬ 
dren. 

“This type of partnership with 


a commercial clothes collector 
has opened up a new source of 
income that the NSPCC has not 
previously benefited from. All of 
the costs are absorbed by the col¬ 
lector, meaning that the NSPCC 
can invest further sums into our 
work with vulnerable children 
and young people.” 

But Mr Cryer said that some 
charities weren’t getting a good 
deal from their partnerships 
because a tonne of clothes can 
fetch up to £1,800. 

He said: “The worldwide rag 
price is at a record high but most 
of the money from a bag of 
clothes donated is not going to 
the charity.” 

Cancer charity Clic Sargent 
uses bag collections to stock the 
shelves of its local stores and 
does not work with a commercial 
partner. 

Staff there said everything 
collected in their bags ended up 
on sale in the county. 

Jeremy Lune, of Clic Sargent, 
said: “Clic Sargent delivers col¬ 
lection bags to encourage dona¬ 
tions in local communities. 

“Our collection bags carry the 
charity’s logo and the charity’s 
registration number, so you can 
check if it’s genuine by looking 
to see if that’s displayed. If you 
have any doubts then come into 
the shop or call us. 

“Bogus collectors are a prob¬ 
lem for the charity sector, and we 
work with the Charity Retail 
Association to try to prevent 
fraud. We’d urge anyone who 
thinks they’ve received a bogus 
bag to report any concerns they 
have.”

Firefighting call centre 
plan sparks concern 


EMERGENCY calls to the fire brigade could be answered in 
Berkshire or Buckinghamshire under proposals to create a 
Thames Valley control centre. 

Oxfordshire’s deputy chief fire officer Colin Thomas wants 
the county council to explore a merger of Oxfordshire’s 
control room with those of Buckinghamshire Fire and Rescue 
Service and Royal Berkshire Fire and Rescue Service. 

Calls are currently answered by 26 people, split across four 


watches, at the Kidlington 
control room. 

Mr Thomas will 
recommend the plan to the 
council's cabinet this week 
and said doing nothing and 
outsourcing had been ruled 
out. 

But the Fire Brigade Union 
vowed to fight to keep a 
control centre in the county, 
saying people with local 
knowledge should handle 
calls. 

The plan comes after 
Ministers axed a seven-year- 
long project, to create a 
single south east England 
control centre. 

Mr Thomas said a merger 
would introduce upgraded 
technology and capacity to 
cope with major floods, riots, 
or terror attacks. 

It would also help work 
with Thames Valley Police, 
he said. 

If the council back further 
work on the potential 
merger, a Plan B will also be 
drawn up. 

Each of the three fire 
authorities will be able to 
apply for £1.8m of 
Government cash towards 
the scheme. 

Mr Thomas said: “The 
reason we are doing this is 
because after seven years of 
an aborted project, we need 
to review our systems.

“I am not being directed 
financially. 

“The overriding issue for 
us is about meeting the needs 
of Oxfordshire and the 
firefighters.” 

And he said the service 
would stay as good, if not 
improve. 

He said: “I would never 
dismiss local knowledge as 
being a very useful thing. 

“However, we all have to 
recognise that my staff now 
do not know every single 
road in Oxfordshire. 

“Many unfortunately 
cannot live in Oxfordshire.” 

He added: “Nobody worries 
about the AA finding where 
you are when you ring in the 
middle of the night. 

“I always say that local 
knowledge is not as vital as 
the public think, but I could 
not dismiss it as an aspect.” 

But FBU control room 
representative Rachel 
Dobson said: “If calls are 
answered outside of 
Oxfordshire, the public will 
be dealing with people who 
are not familiar with the 
area. 

“Sometimes, if you are 
dealing with a life-critical 
incident, time can be very 
precious.”

T wo brothers go to war against 
each other in Gavin 
O’Connor’s brutal story of 
redemption and self-loathing. 

Bone-crunching skirmishes 
between the characters and their 
buff opponents become a vibrant 
backdrop to the potential 
reconciliation of the estranged 
siblings, one battling for his 
country, the other for his family. 

Warrior puts these two male 
archetypes - the valiant soldier 
and the selfless father - in the 
fighting ring and witnesses the 
emotional fallout as the 
protagonists deal with their 
tortured pasts. 

We are in familiar territory here 
- David O Russell's Oscar-winning 
drama The Fighter performed 


many of the same jabs earlier this 
year. 

Marine Tommy Conlon (Tom 
Hardy) arrives home unexpectedly 
after 14 years of service, surprising 
his father, Paddy (Nick Nolte), who 
has turned to religion to help him 
beat the bottle. 

Tommy asks his old man to train 
him for “Sparta”, a televised mixed 
martial arts fighting competition 
with the biggest purse in the 
sport’s history. 

Paddy agrees, desperate to 
rebuild bridges. 

However, the former Marine 
isn’t interested in playing happy 
families and Tommy chooses to 
fight under his mother’s maiden 
name, Riordan, to conceal the 
connection. 

Meanwhile, Paddy’s other son, 
Brendan (Joel Edgerton), is 
struggling to make ends meet as a 
schoolteacher. 

The bank is threatening to take 
away his home, so Brendan 
secretly fights in the backrooms of 


bars for money behind the back of 
his wife, Tess (Jennifer Morrison). 

Once the school learns of 
Brendan’s extra-curricular 
activities, the headmaster 
suspends him and the teacher's 
entire future rests on winning 
Sparta, putting him on a collision 
course with his hulking sibling. 

Warrior talks tough and flexes 
its muscles impressively in the 
bruising fight sequences but the 
script punches well below its class. 

Characterisation is 
featherweight and Hardy and 
Edgerton, who have both bulked 
up for the roles, aren’t given the 
material to deliver knockout 
performances. 

Nolte bares his soul in his few 
scenes and Morrison is similarly 
short-changed 

There is a clear narrative bias 
towards one of the brothers, 
making the bone-crunching 
histrionics of the final bouts a 
foregone conclusion before anyone 
has stepped into the ring. 


Consequently, there’s no 
dramatic tension and when 
screenwriters O’Connor, Anthony 
Tambakis and Cliff Dorfman do 


orchestrate one big reveal, it turns 
out to be completely redundant, 
having no impact whatsoever on 
the fates of the central players.

Parents 

awkward 


THE county’s health bosses 
have advised parents on the best 
way to answer questions on sex 
from inquisitive kids. 

Tips have been dished out on 
talking to different age groups 
when an adult is put on the spot. 

Advice for inquisitive three- 
to four-year-olds includes telling 
toddlers about “special cuddles” 
between mummies and daddies 
which end in a baby being “kept 
warm in mummies’ tummies”. 

And tips for five-year-olds see 
parents advised to go into detail 
about condoms, same-sex 
relationships, and explain 
sexual intercourse. 

Nine- to 13-year-olds should 
also be told about pregnancy 
choices, including abortion. 

The national advice, entitled 
Talking Sense About Sex, is 
being given by NHS 
Oxfordshire, the county’s health 
authority. 

It is being given as part of the 
trusts Facts of Life (talking to 
your children about puberty, 
relationships and sex) 
Campaign, which aims to help 
parents and carers talk to their 
children “whether your child is 
four or 14.” 

Donna Husband, health 
improvement principal at the 
NHS Buckinghamshire and 
Oxfordshire Cluster, said they 
wanted to help parents prepare

questions on sex 


for difficult questions. 

She said: “Talking openly with 
your children from a young age 
helps them to be more prepared 
for puberty and relationships, 
and more likely to be able to 
make confident, safe decisions 
as they get older. 

“It is important your children 
know they can come to you if 
they are unsure or curious 
about something.” 

The advice includes a list of 
difficult questions posed by each 
age group. They include: “Where 
do babies come from? How do 
they get in? What’s oral sex?” 

Yvonne Morris, children’s 
advisor for the Oxford Diocese, 
said it lacked spiritual guidance. 

She said: “The best response 
when talking to children and 
young people about sexual 


issues is to be honest and open 
with them. 

“The NHS guidelines are 
functional, which is fine, but 
does leave out the spiritual side 
of sexual relationships, which 
for a Christian youth or 
children's worker, has to be part 
of the conversation." 

Helle Angeleri, a headteacher 
at a local nursery, said: “It’s 
vital that when young people are 
looking for health advice they 
seek a reliable source. 

“We are committed to raising 
awareness of sexual health to 
further reduce teenage 
pregnancy and STIs. 

“The local NHS and parents 
are two great ways that young 
people can access trustworthy 
information.”

Police station hours 
could be cut back

POLICE station opening hours across 
Oxfordshire could be cut. 

Thames Valley Police has launched 
a public consultation to review the 
opening hours, which will run until 
September 30. 

Chief Superintendent David Lewis, 
neighbourhood policing and partner¬ 
ships, said the opening hours would be 
“realigned” to make the best use of 
resources. 

But former police officers said it 
would mean the public will see offi¬ 
cers even less than they already do. 

TVP has yet to provide more detail 
on the number of hours that could be 
cut and the locations. 

Chief Supt Lewis said police were 
committed to maintaining accessibili¬ 
ty to the public and said no front coun¬ 
ters will be closed. 

He said the force would maintain a 
“broad geographical presence” and said 
the changes aimed to provide “more effi¬ 
cient, high quality” counter services. 

But he said: “There will, however, 
be changes to the current opening

times, which will be realigned to make 
the best use of our resources, while 
continuing to meet public needs. The 
exact opening hours will be deter¬ 
mined following further consulta¬ 
tion.” 

Former police station sergeant 
Donald Walker, 85, said: “It is very 
nice for a community that you can go 
to a police station at any time. 

“It is a shame you are losing that 
personal touch.” 

But he said modern communica¬ 
tions meant the public would still be 
able to get in touch with officers. 

Former Met police officer Eddy 
Goldsmith, who is a town councillor in 
Wantage, said: “It beggars belief they 
are cutting opening hours. 

“They are depriving people of the 
right to go into a police station and 
report something. It is just penny 
pinching.” 

But Oxford City Council board 


member for crime and community 
safety Bob Timbs said: “The police, 
like everyone else in Britain, are look¬ 
ing at their funding and what they can 
do with the money available. 

“But I hope, if there are cuts, they 
are as minor as possible.” 

But he said opening hour changes 
would not affect the public’s contact 
with officers, adding: “There are ways 
of contacting the police without going 
to a police station.” 

West Oxfordshire District Council 
cabinet member for community safety 
Verena Hunt said: “It is not the best 
use of police resources to maintain 
stations 24/7 if no one is actually 
going in there.” 

She said previous consultations 
showed some police stations were 
almost never used and mobile phones 
meant officers could be reached if sta¬ 
tions were closed.
